Is it time for over-

Skip and Pauline Giles never wanted to 
move out of Andover. But they felt the 
town’s lack of housing for those over 55 left 
them no choice. 

“When you retire, who wants to have a 
million-dollar home and pay $12,000 a year 
in taxes? Why would I want to retire and 
keep doing this? You don’t. You downsize. 
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And Andover is not conducive to that,” said 
Skip Giles, formerly of Hearthstone Place. 
Andover has no age-restricted housing 
bylaw, although the Planning Board is 
spearheading a proposal it plans to present 
o residents in the coming months (see relat- 
ed story at right). The board has conducted 
studies of other towns that offer this type of 
housing, including North Andover, Tewks- 
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bury, Sudbury, Westford and Cohasset. Dis 
cussions of specifics are now underway 


including cost, units per acre and building 
height. The board does not want more than 


231 over-55 housing units within Andover

Water-main break sinks road

A cracked water main caused the ground 
to collapse suddenly on Haggetts Pond 
Road Tuesday, swallowing the front end of 
a Volvo SUV. 

The force of water rushing through 12 
feet of cracked piping created a sinkhole 
that was approximately 10 feet in diameter 
and 10 feet deep, according to Andover 
police Lt. William McKenzie. 

Panagiotis Papageorgiou of Andover was 
driving towards Lowell Street on Haggetts 
Pond Road around 12:45 p.m. when the 
asphalt crumbled beneath his vehicle, sub- 
merging almost half of it underwater. 

“I haven’t seen a hole like that since wit- 
nessing a BS2 crater in Vietnam,” said 
McKenzie. “The water was coming out so 
quick, no one could immediately tell that 
the road was already undermined. It was all 
sand. One car actually made it over fine, 


then the car behind it went under.” 

The broken water main was responsible 
for feeding drinking water into the town’s 
Wood Hill water tanks. The four tanks com- 
bined hold 4 million gallons of water, about 
one third of the town’s water supply, said 
Morris Gray, superintendent at the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

“The importance of the main made repair 
time crucial,” Gray said, adding that it took 
a crew of workers about one and a half 
hours to replace the damaged section of 
pipe, disinfect the new portion and fill in the 
hole. 

The road was reopened to traffic at about 
8 p.m. Tuesday. 

An estimated half million gallons of 
water was lost in the leak, Gray said. 

“About 20 residences actually felt any 
effects from the burst.” Gray said. “The 
problem was isolated very quickly.” 


Katarina Hornung, a resident of Granli 
Drive, near Haggetts Pond Road, was water- 
ing her flowers around the time the pipe 
burst. 

“I noticed the water pressure drop but I 
really didn’t think much of it at the time.” 
Hornung said. “Then I heard helicopters fly- 
ing overhead and suddenly there was all this 
commotion happening.” 

Papageorgiou sustained no personal 
injuries, but his new sports utility vehicle, 
with only about 300 miles on it, was towed 
from the scene. 

One of the features on Papageorgiou’s 
Volvo XC90 are sensors that automatically | 
roll down the windows when water is 
detected, according to Hornung. 

“He could have been trapped. But the 
windows rolled down and he was able to 
tush out of the car,” Hornung said. “It’s a 
strong selling point for Volvo.”

ing Co. of North Andover

Inc. of Birmingham, Ala.. 
which publishes new Spapers in 
more than 150 markets across 
the United States. 

The deal will end more than 
a century of local family own- 
ership of The Eagle-Tribune 
and Andover Townsman, and 
comes three years after the 
company bought the daily 
newspapers in Salem, Glouces- 
ter and Newburyport from 
Dow-Jones & Company of 
New York. 

The Rogers family of 
Andover has owned the compa- 
ny for 107 years. 

The purchase price was not 
disclosed. Both Eagle-Tribune 
Publishing and CNHI are pri- 
vately held companies. 

Publisher Irving E. “Chip” 
Rogers III, the fourth genera- 
tion of his family to head 
Eagle-Tribune Publishing, 
announced the sale at a staff 
meeting Wednesday morning. 
He said he expects the deal to 
become final by mid-Septem- 

ber and that it will allow the 
newspapers to continue to grow 
in the 55 communities they 
Serve in Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire. 

“Today, we're stretched to 
and sometimes beyond capaci- 
ty,” Rogers said 

“We knew we needed to add 
significant production capacity 


Or join a larger company with 
greater capacity. In a nutshell. 


Rogers said joining a larger 
organization is the “best way 
for us to keep growing” and 
that CNHI is a good cultural fit 
because it also values commu- 
nity journalism. 

“CNHI is focused on high 
quality, local journalism,” he 
said. “That's what we've been 
about for 107 years.” 

Mike Reed, CNHI’s presi- 
dent and chief operating offi- 
cer, said the purchase opens up 
growth opportunities for CNHI 
in New England, a region of 
the country where it does not 
own newspapers 

“Not only are these new spa- 
pers well-known and respected 
In our industry for their jour- 
nalistic excellence, they are 
also noted for being well-run 
businesses, which speaks high- 
ly of the Rogers family,” Reed 
said 

“We are proud to have these 
newspapers join the CNHI 
family and we know we will 
learn much from them.” 

Founded in 1997 with fund- 

ing from the Alabama teachers 
retirement fund, CNHI has 
daily, weekly and semiweekl) 
newspapers in 20 states, most 
of them in the Midwest and the 
South. It has been aggressively 
buying papers in smaller mar- 
kets with growth potential, and

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Board: Bank lights still spill too much

Banking regulations do 
not justify the brightness 
of the lights at Northmark 
Bank’s new 63 Park St. 
branch, said Planning 
Board members Tuesday 
night. 

Members said the 
lights continue to cause 
spillage onto adjoining 
residential properties, vio- 
lating the bank’s special 
permit and fueling contin- 
ued complaints from resi- 
dential neighbors. 

“There is more light on 
this bank than all other 
banks in town combined,” 
said Paul Salafia, Plan- 
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While banks need lights to keep their ATMs and other facilities safe, 
the Planning Board says the brightness must also fit in with the area.

tomers, residents and neighbors. 
“Why are you singling out this 
particular bank?” asked Caruso. 

According to Salafia, the 
board is simply trying to bring 
the bank into compliance with 
town requirements, as it did with 
the Chinmaya Mission on North 
Main Street during the last year. 

The federal Bank Protection 
Act mandates that all bank vaults 
be lit 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. But planning officials 
told Caruso the issue is about 
light spillage onto neighbors’ 
property, not the lighting of 
Northmark’s property. North- 
mark is operating under a 2004 


special permit from the town: 
condition 21 of the special per- 
mit mandates that no exterior 
light create glare or spill onto 
adjacent residential property. 

“We have condition 21 and 
you have to comply with that. 
There’s plenty of spillage” said 
Salafia. “This is not about light- 
ing your property. Look at con- 
dition 21 and say, ‘How do I fix 
it?” 

According to Caruso, the 
bank has seen a “dramatic mini- 
mization of lighting,” including 
lamp wattage reduction to 70 
watts (five watts below town 
parking-lot light wattage),

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shields installed on all lights and 
additional shields installed with- 
in the last couple of weeks. In 
addition, the bank has extin- 
guished one of the bright lights 
at the rear of the building. 

Sharon Mason, whose prop- 
erty on Chestnut Street sits kitty- 
corner to the bank’s property 
line, says the bank’s lights have 
dimmed somewhat, but continue 
to shine directly into her son’s 
bedroom window on the second 
floor of her house. “The amount 
of spillage is really amazing,” 
she said. 

Caruso said the bank’s securi- 
ty lighting was installed after 
consultation with Andover Safe- 
ty Officer Robert Cronin to com- 
ply with safety laws, plus regula- 
tion and liability issues. Cronin 
was unable to attend Tuesday’s 
Planning Board meeting due to a 
training conflict. Planning offi- 
cials requested the bank either 
obtain a written explanation 
from Andover Police as to why 
the bank’s lighting needs to be as 
bright as it is or have an officer 
appear before the board. 

Christine Bensley, a Park 
Street resident, admired the 
acorn-style lights the bank has 
chosen, but said the bank “‘is lit 
up like a castle.” 

Planning officials hope they 
can come to an agreement with 
the bank after discussions with 
Andover Police, either by adjust- 
ing the bank’s lighting or adjust- 
ing the special permit require- 
ments.

Eagle-Tribune dailies have a 
combined circulation of 
105,958. They include The 
Eagle-Tribune in North 
Andover that serves the Merri- 
mack Valley and Southern New 
Hampshire, The Salem News on 
the North Shore, the Gloucester 
Daily Times on Cape Ann and 
The Daily News of Newburyport 
at the northeast tip of Mass- 
chusetts. 

Additionally, Eagle-Tribune 
Publishing owns the Townsman, 
the twice-weekly Derry (N.H.) 
News, the weekly Carriage 
Towne News of Kingston, N.H., 
the Haverhill Gazette and Town 
Crossings in North Andover and 
Boxford. 

The Lawrence Daily Eagle 
was founded in 1868 and the 
competing Evening Tribune in 
1890. Alexander Rogers, great- 
grandfather of the current chair- 
man and publisher, was a 
reporter for the Daily Eagle 
when he borrowed from his 
father to acquire the two papers 
in 1898. 

Chip Rogers assumed the 
role of publisher in 1998 follow- 
ing the death of his father, Irving 
E. Rogers Jr. Then, in the spring 
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of 2002, Eagle-Tribune Publish- 
ing announced the purchase of 
the Salem, Gloucester and New- 
buryport dailies. 

“Throughout this time, my 
family has been honored to play 
a part in building and strength- 
ening the communities we 
serve,” Rogers said. “No ques- 
tion: It’s a stewardship.” 

The Eagle-Tribune is widely 
known in media circles, having 
won Pulitzer Prizes in 1988 for 
disclosing the flawed Massachu- 
setts prison furlough system and 
in 2003 for breaking news cov- 
erage of the Merrimack River 
drowning tragedy that claimed 
the lives of four young Latino 
boys. The paper has also been a 
finalist for the Pulitzer twice in 
the past two decades, and was 
cited this year as the best news- 
paper in New England in its cir- 
culation category by the New 
England Newspaper Associa- 
tion. 

Announcement of the acqui- 
sition by CNHI came as a sur- 
prise. Rogers said he was not 
seeking to sell the papers but 
that several newspaper compa- 
nies approached him about 
becoming part of a larger opera- 
tion with more resources. He 
said CNHI’s commitment to 
community leadership and local 
journalism sold him on the idea. 

“There are resources that 
CNHI can and will bring to our 
papers, and there are resources 
that we can and will share with 
CNHI’s other papers,” Rogers 
said. “I honestly believe this is a 
natural and positive step forward 
for the company’s future 
growth.” 

Rogers said he did not 
expect the acquisition to result 
in layoffs or major changes at 
the company’s papers. He said 
the papers will function as a 
division of CNHI, and that both 
he and Richard Franks, Eagle- 
Tribune Publishing's president 
and chief executive officer, will 
continue on with the new own- 
ers. 

“T honestly hope you'll come 
to see this development as I do - 
not as a negative judgment of 
any sort but as a next step in 
meeting the business challenges 
we face every day,” Rogers told 
the staff.

Kids use Legos to learn, build robots in summer program

If Legos had been invented 
when Albert Einstein was a kid, 
maybe he would have conclud- 
ed his theory of relativity at age 
16. 

While Legos didn’t help Ein- 
stein, they are helping tomor- 
row’s scientists better under- 
stand physics and engineering. 

Inside the halls of the 
Phillips Academy Gelb Science 
Center, 12 students work with 
simple building blocks to invent 
some complex gadgetry. 
Recording weather data, creat- 
ing topographical maps and 
investigating the relationship 
between space and time are 
projects explored through the 
use of Lego robots they build. 

Assembling the miniature 
machines, according to teacher 
Tom Socci, is the least chal- 
lenging phase of students’ pro- 
jects. 

“Writing the programs that 
operate the robots is the hard 
part.” Socci said. “Sensors drive 
the robots to see and feel. This 
is Where students get to be cre- 
ative.” 

Organized in teams, students 
configure the small synthetic 
bricks in a variety of designs as 
they seek programs that will 
drive the robots to run most 
efficiently. 

Surrounded by Lego blocks, 
the young scientists have all 
managed to devise a robot 
unique in aesthetics and func- 
tion

landcrusier vehicle out of a sci- 
ence-fiction film 

“This is what happens when 
a Volkswagen and Hummer get 
together,” jokes Jordan Polk, 
16, of Memphis, who laughs 
with her teammates, Faridi 
Qaium, 17 of Washington D.C., 
and Oscar Chiu, 15, of Hong 
Kong

sensors, Chiu said their creation 
was tailored for practicality. 
The students’ mission was to 
write a program that would 
drive their mapping robot to 
move five bottles filled with l1q- 
uid. The robot’s power and 
speed depend on the materials 
the students choose and how 
they program them. In the end, 
deciding between treaded 
wheels or claws plays a signifi- 
cant role in completing the puz- 
zle. 

“We were trying to find a 
simpler, more efficient way Of 
moving the bottles,” said Chiu, 
explaining the team’s decision 
to implement the use of 
bumpers over mechanical arms. 
“Instead of just picking up the 
(bottles), we can push them 
away and it’s faster.” 

Constant revisions help 
strengthen the robot's ability to 
carry out its specific task. 

“Engineering is all about 
problem-solving and improvis- 
ing.” Socci said. “Learning how 
to think like something else is a 
good mental exercise.” 

Leaders in scientific research 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology would agree, since 
the school’s engineers have 
helped implement K-12 educa- 
tional programs designed to 
teach real-world applications 
through the use of Legos. The 
Phillips Academy summer 
course offering has attracted an 
eclectic mix of students ranging 
in ages from 14 to 17, drawn 
from locations around the globe. 

“It's a great way to try out 
new ideas,” said Socci, adding 
that his class in Lego robotics 
appeals to students with or with- 
out a background in engineer- 
ing. 

By building a mapping robot 
and leaving it in the school’s 
library overnight, students were 
able to track the number of peo- 
ple who used the room. Situated

League of Women Voters to discuss opting out option

The names, addresses and 
telephone numbers of approxi- 
mately 900 Andover High 
School students will most likely 
land on the desks of military 
recruiters this year - with or 
without their consent. 

Since 2002, a provision 
buried within 670 pages of the 
No Child Left Behind Act 
requires high schools receiving 
federal money to provide stu- 
dent contact information to mil- 
itary recruiters who demand it. 
Schools failing to comply with 
the law can lose federal aid. 

Arguing that such a mandate 
intrudes on students’ rights, a 
group of Andover parents are 
wondering why they did not 
learn about the law before this 
summer. Some are now trying to 
enlist the help of the superinten- 
dent in raising students’ aware- 
ness on what they're calling a 
“hidden” subject. 

“Parents are afraid students 
are not aware that this is actual- 
ly happening,” said Peggy 
Kruse, president of the Andover 
League of Women Voters. Kruse 
said enough calls from con- 
cerned parents, about half a 
dozen, has prompted the League 
of Women Voters to begin plan- 
ning an open forum for discus- 
sion on the topic this fall. 

The law provides students the 
right to withhold their records. 
But parents upset with the act 
question how students can exer- 
cise a right that they do not 
know exists, and are seeking 
more support from the school 
district to provide students with 
information on how they can opt 
out of having their personal 
information forwarded to 
recruiters.

going to take action and pay 
whatever we have to.”

The case is one of several 
involving teens in Andover and 
surrounding towns recently. 
Andover Lt. James D. Hashem 
said “the two things we seem 
to see” when vandalism erupts 
are parents who don’t know 
where their kids are or what 
they are doing and teens who 
have nothing constructive to 
occupy their time. 

“They get together. There is 
nothing to do,” Hashem said. 
“Sometimes there is alcohol 
involved, and this is what they 
do to occupy their time.” 

Tewksbury police were also 
investigating incidents of van- 
dalism related to the Andover 
rock-throwing spree. As of Sat- 
urday morning four car win- 
dows were reported to have 
been smashed. 
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people seem to be acting sort of 
passive about the whole issue,” 
said Michael Kempster, whose 
daughter will be entering her 
freshman year at AHS in Sep- 
tember. 

Kempster, who sought more 
information about students’ 
rights from the League of 
Women Voters, said a notice he 
received from the high school 
announcing the possible release 
of student information seemed 
more like “an aside” and includ- 
ed no details on how to opt out 
of the situation. 

Information explaining the 
school’s requirement by federal 
law to release student directories 
to recruiters is listed in the 
Andover High newsletter which 
is mailed to every student’s resi- 
dence at least twice a year, 
according to Christine Gould, 
school registrar. 

The notice urges parents who 
choose to opt out to send a letter 
to the high school. 

“In the years past, we have 
also had a form for parents to fill 
out that was sent with the 
newsletter, but so few people 
sent it back we stopped sending 
out the form letter and now just 
include the notice in our news 
bulletin,’ Gould said. 

This year, Andover High also 
will be posting the information 
on its Web site to target parents 
who might not read the high 
school’s news. The last notice 
sent out in a schoolwide mailing 
was in June, Gould said. 

“T have a strong bias that mil- 
itary recruiters should not force 
their way into the high schools,” 
said Kempster. “Everybody 
knows how to get to a military 
recruiter if they want one so 
there’s no reason why they 
should have to sell themselves 
that way in a high school situa- 
tion.” 

Prior to the provision in the 
2002 No Child Left Behind Act, 
Andover Schools did not release 
students’ contact information to 
recruiters, according to Marcia 
O'Neil, assistant superintendent 
of schools. 

“We are now required as a 
local education authority to cir- 
culate that information to mili- 
tary recruiters upon their 
request,” said O'Neil, explaining 
that the student directories 
released are for high school 
juniors and seniors. An enroll- 
ment of about 900 juniors and 
seniors combined is expected 
for the upcoming school year. 

“We have had requests from 
parents to opt out from having 
their child’s information 
released and the high school has 
honored that,” added O’ Neil. 
“The Massachusetts Department 
of Education notes that by pro- 
viding (student) information, 
recruiters can also inform stu- 
dents about scholarship opportu- 
nities offered through different 
(service) branches as well.” 

O'Neil was not sure how 
many parents have actually 
requested withholding their stu- 
dents personal information. 

“As a parent, you're used to 


signing form after form to grant 
your child access to everything. 
You even have to sign in to gain 
access inside the school build- 
ing,” said Holly Muscolino, 
mother of six children, who sent 
a letter to the superintendent last 
month, requesting to opt out of 
the records release. Muscolino 
is currently working on a similar 
request to the US Department of 
Defense. “Nobody told us this 
information was going to the 
government. It was clearly 
intended to be under the radar 
screen.” 

Separate from the schools’ 
requirement to release student 
directories, is another program 
designed to bolster recruitment 
efforts. Working in conjunction 
with commercial data brokers 
including BeNow Inc. of Wake- 
field, Mass., the Department of 
Motor Vehicles and Selective 
Service registrations, the US 
Department of Defense has 
gathered a collective database of 
personal information from high 
school students ages 16 to 18 
nationwide. 

The Pentagon’s list of student 
profiles include birth dates, cell 
phone numbers, Social Security 
numbers, e-mail addresses, 
grade-point averages, ethnicity 
and areas of study. In June, the 
database, which is updated daily 
and distributed monthly to the 
Armed Services for recruitment 
purposes, included the names of 
30 million 16 to 25-year-olds, 
according to Lt. Col. Ellen 
Krenke, a Pentagon spokes- 
woman. 

“Using multiple sources 
allows the compilation of a 
more complete list of eligible 
candidates to join the military.” 
said Krenke, stressing that the 
Defense Department routinely 
monitors its vendors to ensure 
compliance with security stan- 
dards. “This is hardly a new 
practice. We've been collecting 
information on eligible candi- 
dates since Congress mandated 
it in 1982.” 

Reciting Section 503 of Title 
10, United States Code, Krenke 
stated, “The Congress finds in 
order for Congress to carry out 
effectively its constitutional 
authority to raise and support 
armies, it is essential that the 
Secretary of Defense obtain and 
compile directory information 
pertaining to students enrolled 
in secondary schools throughout 
the United States.” 

To opt out of the Pentagon's 
list, parents must send a written 
request to the Joint Advertising 
and Marketing Research & 
Studies Office (JAMRS); Atten- 
tion: Opt Out; 4040 North Fair- 
fax Drive, Suite 200; Arlington, 
VA 22203. 

Student information will be 
moved to a “suppression file,” 
said Krenke. The Pentagon 
retains the information, but does 
not release it. 

To opt out of Andover High 
School’s military recruitment 
list, parents must send a written 
request to the superintendent’s 
office.

Evaluation for man 
in high-speed chase 


By Dorian Block 

A Hudson man who led 
police on a high-speed chase 
through downtown Andover last 
Thursday has been ordered to 
get mental health treatment and 
not drive under any circum- 
stances 

Joel Graca, 23, was silent and 
still as the Lawrence District 
Court clerk read the 14 charges 
against him, a contrast to his 
behavior Thursday, when he 
allegedly plowed through 
Andover’s streets, struck a 
police cruiser and at least three 
other cars, and smashed his head 
through a police cruiser window. 

Graca pleaded not guilty to 
five counts of assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon, his pickup 
truck; two counts of assault and 
battery with a dangerous 
weapon, again his pickup truck; 
three counts of leaving the scene 
of property damage, and single 
counts of malicious destruction 
of property over $250, resisting 
arrest, failure to stop for a police 
officer and negligently operating 
a vehicle. 

Police said around noon last 
Thursday Graca turned from 
Salem Street onto Holt Road, 


which was blocked off for sewer 
construction. Auxiliary Officer 
Jack Milne, who was working a 
detail at the site, offered to give 
Graca directions to Brooks 
School, where Graca said he 
was headed. Instead, Graca 
drove over a large dirt pile and a 
trench with workers inside. Offi- 
cer Kevin Lynch, on the other 
side of the construction, tried to 
stop him, but was forced to leap 
out of the way when Graca sped 
forward, said police. 

A couple of minutes later, 
two officers stopped Graca’s 
truck near Phillips Academy’s 
hockey rink, but Graca fled as 
the officers got out of their 
cruisers. Graca circled the 
neighborhood, struck one of the 
cruisers, two parked cars and a 
utility pole on Chestnut Street. 

He sped downtown on North 
Main Street and hit two more 
cars. He then turned onto Poor 
Street and the dead-end Magno- | 
lia Drive. 

Even after police boxed him 
into the driveway of 51 Magno- | 
lia Ave., the home of Kevin and 
Deborah Drew, Graca tried to 
reverse his truck over the

in town to offer over-55 baby 
boomers an alternate housing 
source,” said Paul Salafia, Plan- 
ning Board chairman. 

Age-restricted housing is a 
growing trend in the building 
industry, according to local 
developer Bill Perkins. It allows 
baby boomers to downsize their 
homes, while also offering 
amenities that meet the needs of 
an aging population: first-floor 
master bedroom, fewer stairs 
and grab bars. “It is not a mone- 
tary thing,” said Perkins, 

“Andover has a wide spectrum 
of housing, but when you get to 
be a certain age, you love the 
town and want to stay. This type 
of product doesn’t exist. Not 
everyone can afford the high- 
end condo.” 

The Giles lived in Andover 
for more than 20 years, raised 
three children and owned their 
own home. But last April they 
sold their 5,500 square foot 
home and bought a 3,600 square 
foot condominium at the Village 
of Stoneridge in Westford. They 
now live in a detached, two-bed- 
room, two-bath condominium 
with cathedral ceilings and a 
two-car garage, all located on 
one floor. The | 10-acre commu- 
nity averages one home per acre 
with lots of open space. The 
owner of each unit must be over 
5S. 

Over-55 housing is a win-win 
proposition for the town, said 
Giles. His community in West- 
ford boasts 108 units on 110 
acres. The community has its 
own water and septic system 
and the condo association takes 
care of all snowplowing. 
“There’s not one child here, so 
there’s no drain on the school 
system. The town gets all the 


taxes.” In fact, the only town 
services provided to the commu- 
nity are fire, police and trash 
pickup. Since the average home 
is worth $500,000, according to 
Giles, the town gets a financial 
windfall. 

According to Salafia, the pro- 
posal has been on the board’s 
front burner since last spring, 
when they offered to work on a 
town wide age restricted hous- 
ing policy instead of addressing 
one developer’s specific request. 

“How do you downsize in 
Andover? You don’t,” said Giles. 

“I left there saying to myself 
‘They don’t understand it, they 
don’t really seem to care,’” 

Giles says his family’s move 
out of Andover was not a finan- 
cial decision. After selling his 
house in Andover for more than 
$1 million, his main concern 
was finding a smaller, more 
modern home. “We were look- 
ing around for three years, hop- 
ing, waiting for the town to 
approve (Perkins’ plan) to make 
an over-55 development,” said 
Giles. When the town failed to 
act, he and his wife moved to 
Westford. 

“We didn’t want to leave 
Andover. Our son graduated 
from Andover High, he played 
football at Andover High, he got 
into Dartmouth because he 
came out of the Andover school 
system,” said Giles. 

Perkins is hopeful the town 
will resolve the issue of age- 
restricted housing. “Andover’s a 
great town mainly because of 
the planning over the last 50 
years with its master planning, 
cluster zoning and large indus- 
trial area — those are the things 
they’ve been ahead on,” he said. 
“(Age-restricted housing) is one 
area that I think Andover should 
embrace.”

You don’t 
have families, young people 
and old people,” he said. 

The board’s proposal will 
undergo review by other town 
departments and then the pro- 
posal will be put to the public 
for discussion.

That 
place smells in there to gag a maggot.” said 
Young. “I wouldn’t wish this on anybody.” 

The couple consider it a near miracle they 
were able to escape the blaze that has condemned 
their home. They praise Matthew MacKenzie. a 
passerby who helped Young and saved a family 
pet, and firefighters for their work. But the lives 
they were familiar with crumbled in the blaze 

Allen has lived in Andover for the last 70 
years, Auchterlonie for more than 50 They spent 
their last 30 years in the 161 Elm St. home. and — 
before the fire — were living with Auchterlonie’s 
daughter's family there. They are trying to get a 
town building permit to tear down the charred 
wreckage of their old home and rebuild a similar 
one, with handicapped accessible entrances for 
Auchterlonie. “I don’t want a big house. | only 
want to rebuild what I had.” said Young. 

If the couple cannot get a permit to rebuild on 
the existing land, they know they cannot afford to 
stay in Andover. Ideally, they'd have the new 
Place ready before another tough winter piles 
snow around Auchterlonie and her trailer. 

“That would be a nice Christmas present — to 
be back in there.” says Auchterlonie. 

She hopes to one day climb the stairs of an 
Andover home again. For now, she can only look 
out the window of her trailer and see what she 
once had. 

“You see fires on TV. You hear about it on the 
radio. But you never think it will happen to you,”

11-10 victory clinches a berth for ’04 cham

They found a way to win. 

Champions always do. 

With the bases loaded in the bottom of the 
10th, Joel Keefe lined a 1-1 pitch to right field 
and Zach O'Donnell raced home with the win- 
ning run to propel the Andover Post 8 American 
Legion baseball team to a pulsating 11-10 victo- 
ty over Peabody Tuesday evening at Peter 
Aumais Park. 

The victory clinched a berth in the 2005 
Massachusetts State Tournament finals, which 
begin this Saturday at Fino Field in Milford. 

The reigning state champs open play in the 
double-elimination tourney on Saturday with a 
lirst-round game against either Sandwich or 
Fairhaven. 

It’s the second game of the day and will start 
at approximately noon — or a half-hour after the 
first game (9 a.m.) ends. 

Keefe’s clutch hit in the winner-take-all third 
game of a best-of-3 second round Sectional series 
Versus Peabody provided a fitting finish for Post 
8, which came from behind in three of five Sec- 
tional games and won twice in extra innings 
against Lowell Post 87 and Peabody, 

“Our kids wouldn't be denied,” said Andover 
manager Joe larrobino, drained from five nailbit- 
ing games in seven days, 

“They never stopped believing they could do 
it— even when we were two outs from elimina- 
tion against Peabody.” 

Post 8 trailed 4-0 after two innings, 9-6 after 
seven and 10-9 before tying it in the ninth and 
Winning in the 10th. 

“When the season started our major goals 
were to win the district - and get to Milford with 
a chance to defend our state title,” said larrobino 
following a post-series pizza party at the lorio 
home. “It wasn't easy — but we did it. 

“I can’t say we played our best baseball all 
the way through these two series, We scored a lot 
of runs but also gave up a lot. Our defense wasn't 
as sharp as usual.”

Like modern-day Tom Sawyers, SRWA members make 


cleaning up the Shawsheen River look like fun, not work

TIS A BEAUTIFUL SATURDAY MORNING in 
July. Temperatures hover in the low 80s 
as a group of roughly 15 residents greet 
friends and laugh near the banks of the 
Shawsheen River. 

The people are not here to enjoy the river 
~ not today anyway. They are here to haul 
garbage out of the lower Shawsheen River. 

From 9 a.m. to noon on Saturday, July 23, 
volunteers from the Shawsheen River Water- 
shed Association focused their efforts on the 
section of river from Stevens Street dam to 
Balmoral dam. 

The SRWA, a nonprofit organization, per- 
forms river cleanups like this on the third 
Saturday of every month during the warm 
months, generally April through October. 

On this Saturday, the volunteers are in 
luck. The river is low, making it easier to see 
and pry loose items towards the bottom of 
the river. Everyone is covered in dirt within 
15 minutes. The smell of river trash is 
unpleasant. But that does not dampen the 
spirits of volunteers, who never Stop to rest 
or complain. 

“We're not just a bunch of pretty faces,” 
says Jack Brady, a member of SRWA. 

People disperse along the section of river. 
Some jump in the water to fish out debris, 
while others comb the riverbank Carrying 
giant trash bags. When the person in the 
water finds debris, they hand it to a volunteer 
on the riverbank. Still others travel the river 
in canoes, picking up larger items. 

During the three-hour adventure, volun- 
teers amass piles of rubbish never meant to 
occupy a riverbed. Items include two bicy- 
cles, a lawnmower, two sections of metal 
fence, mattress coils, clothes, metal pipes, 
tires and shopping carts. One section of river 
near Washington Park yields a bunch of

glass bottles, estimated to be from the *50s 
or early *60s, judging from the etchings on 
the glass. 

“T've been told that when this area had a 
lot more rowhouses, residents had a weekly 
bonfire to burn trash. Whatever didn’t bum 
they would throw in the river,” says Bob 
Marsh, Andover resident and self-employed 
environmental engineer. 

The group raises money through grants 
and membership dues. Most of the annual 
operating budget is spent on monthly 
cleanups like this, paying fees to haul away 
the trash and dispose of tires. In May, SRWA 
won an Environmental Merit Award from 
the New England Office of the United States 


Environmental Protection Agency. The 
award recognized the organization’s work 
and commitment to the environment in 
2004. 

In the past, members of the organization 
performed river-water testing as part of the 
state's Clean Water Act regulations, but 
funding for this type of testing has dried up 
during the past several years. Suzanne 
Roberts, an Andover resident, is a member 
of SRWA and also works for the Department 
of Environmental Protection. “Money previ- 
ously available to watersheds for w ater-qual- 
ity samples was no longer available,” she 
says. “Without money and organization sup- 
port, we decided it was easier for us to do 
recreational things like canoe trips and

clean-ups like this.” 

But there is good news for the SRWA 
According to Bob Marsh, the group is no 
longer finding hundreds of tires in the river 
each year. Today’s event yielded only nine 
tires, and all but one of the shopping carts 
extracted were extremely old. Nowadays, the 
Shawsheen River is deemed swimmable by 
the state Department of Public Health. a 
claim not possible 20 years ago. 

Continuing issues for the river include hot 
spots of contamination, which Marsh attrib- 
utes mostly to sewer and septic systems that 
feed into the river. Last year, town officials 
shut down four septic systems draining into 
the river. Marsh says that was common prac- 
tice once. Although it is illegal now, there 
are still systems flowing into the river, and 
Owners are not aware of it. 

Overall, the group says its goal is to raise 
awareness, minimize trash disposal into the 
river and encourage residents living along 
the river not to use pesticides on their lawns 

When the cleanup is finished on Saturday, 
volunteers are still in an upbeat mood. “It 
makes us feel good.” says Marsh. 

The group enjoyed a barbecue hosted by 
the Washington Park Condominium Associ- 
ation. John Murphy, the association's presi- 
dent, smiled as he took grill orders for hot 
dogs and hamburgers and wondered why 
this was the first time the group hosted such 
an event. “I think we should have thought of 
this a long time ago,” he says. “They do such 
good work.” 

SRWA’s next cleanup is scheduled for 
Saturday, Aug. 20.

No surprise on farm sale 


What is 
going on 
with the 
Nabydowski 
Farm is so 
predictable 
that I am a 
tad surprised 
that every- 
one didn’t 
see it com- 
ing. 

Adam 
Smith, the 
founder of economics, saw it com- 
ing — and he’s been dead since 
1790. 

In Wealth of Nations Smith 
States the basic principle upon 
which all modern economic theo- 
ry is based. It is called the “invisi- 
ble hand” theory and it says, 
“Every individual ... neither 
intends to promote the public 
interest, nor knows how much he 
is promoting it. He intends only 
his own gain, and he is in this, as 
in many other cases, led by an 
invisible hand to promote an end 
which was no part of his intention. 
By pursuing his own interest he 


| frequently promotes that of the 


society more effectually than

Let me see if I can summarize 
the situation. The Nabydowski 
family owned a farm for many 
years. They owned it back in the 
days when Andover was small. 
For many years they collected the 
garbage in town and used it to 


| feed pigs. In the early morning | 
you'd see them running through | 
neighborhoods to pull out the | 
garbage people had left in deep 


cans in the ground. Everyone 
who knew them respected their 
work ethic and many of us were 
friendly with at least one of 
them. They worked hard and 
maximized their interest — as 
Adam Smith had predicted. 
Andover grew and people 
bought land and built houses 
around and near the farm. Like 
the Nabydowskis, I’m sure they 
worked hard in order to buy their 
property. As more and more peo- 
ple built near the farm, the farm 
became odious to the nearby 
property owners. Over the years, 
they, as Smith predicted, wanted 
to maximize their interests 
(investment). 

Through government inter- 
vention, which Smith would 
have abhorred while he lived but 
I like to think would have under- 
stood as necessary these days, 
pressure and court intervention 
forced the Nabydowskis to make 
a deal to close the pig farm and 
sell the land. Given the options 
that they had, the Nabydowskis 
chose the one that would maxi- 
mize their interest. 

A developer has taken over 
control of the farm and has 
announced, after looking at the 
options possibly available to 
him, that the way to maximize 
his interest is to develop the 
property into many low income 
housing units. These units may 
be subsidized, which will allow 
his permit process to be complet- 
ed more easily. 

The developer may have stat- 


ed previously that he planned to 
build a low density, upscale sub- 
division. In any event, wetlands 
now require him to go high den- 
sity, low income. Real estate 
developers are in the business of 
making money, as much as they 
can, with a parcel of land. The 
developer, like the Nabydowskis 
and the neighbors, will try to 
maximize his interest. Why 
shouldn't he do so? 

This is all very, very basic 
economics. Let me be so pre- 
sumptuous as to restate Adam 
Smith’s thesis, given the fact that 
we live over 215 years after he 
died. Today, government inter- 
vention plays a role in personal 
interests. Government is sup- 
posed to represent all of us, and, 
in the case of Andover, protect 
the town from other people try- 
ing to maximize their interests to 
the detriment of the town. Goy- 
ernment limits people from max- 
imizing their interests. If it had- 
n't been for government inter- 
vention, the Nabydowskis might 
still be farming. Given the fact 
that government sided with the 
neighbors (for good and suffi- 
cient reason, I’m sure), the 
Nabydowskis then went to their 
best option and gave their prop- 
erty rights to a person who 
would give them the most 
money. That person will now try 
to maximize his interest, just as 
Adam Smith predicted.
